BREWERS TO ASK GARFIELD 10 


RESCIND OR MODIFY COAL ORDER 


By the Associated Press. 

NEWARK, N. J., July 12.—The 
United States Brewers’ Association 
will appeal to Fuel Administrator) 
Garfield to rescind, or at least to/| 
modify, his recent order virtually 
cutting off the coal supply of the 


brewing industry, according to an 
announcement here by Christian W. 
Feigenspan, president of the organi- 


zation. The association's board of 
trustees will meet in Washington to- 
day. 

Quoting Dr. Garfield’s notice that 
brewers ‘“‘will not be able to cont 
upon a supply of coal beyond that 
needed to utilize the materials ir 


process of manufacture,” Feigenspan 
said that the effect of the order 
would be to force suspension of the 
country’s 1237 breweries within three 
or four months. This, he declared, 
would “take beer away from the 
workmen and put them ona whisky 
basis.” 

Feigenspan took exception to Dr. 
Garfield's assertion that the brew- 
eries normally consume 3,100,000 
tons of coal a year. He said that the 
consumption in 1917 was only 1,800,-

Buffets and Roadhouses Op- 


erate in Open Violation 


of Law, While East St. 
Louis Deputies Keep Order 


Among Drinkers. 


BOYS AND GIRLS OF 


MINOR AGE SERVED 


Drinks Are Sold Almost at 
the Door of the City Hall 
in Belleville—State’s At- 
torney Sees No Harm in 


Saloons and roadhouses in vari- 
ous sections of St. Clair County are 
open, and sell intoxicating liquor on 
Sundays under the protection of mu- 
nicipal and county administrations, itn 
violation of the Illinois Sunday clos- 
ing law. A Post-Dispatch reporter, 
who canvassed several districts dur- 
ing the past few Sundays, to observe 
the general non-compliance with the 
law, found roadhouses and other re- 
sorts crowded with patrons with Dep- 
uty Sheriffs or police keeping “‘‘or- 
der.”’ 

The reporter two weeks ago vis- 
ited Fairmount City, a village witha 
population of about 600 persons, ana 
15 saloons, or one saloon to every 
40 persons. The largest resort here 
is Allen’s Park, conducted by Harry 
Schneider. It is reached from St. 
Louis by Allen’s Park cars, which 
leave the west side of Eads Bridge 
every 15 minutes on Sundays. .The 
car line is not operated on week 
days. Every car which leaves is 
crowded with Mt. Louisan:yY who, 
for the most part, visit Allen’s or a 
roadhouse owned by Nick Rosseli, 
about half a mile from Allen's. 

Several Hundred at Allen's. 

At Allen’s Park were found several 

hundred men and women, seated at 


tables in the house and on the 
grounds, drinking intoxicating liq- 
-uors, While a “cabaret” was con- 


ducted on a platform in the center 
of the room. The Sunday price for 
drinks is double the customary price. 
Deputy Sheriffs from the office at 
the city hall, East St. Louis; walk 
around the _ resort keeping the pa- 
trons from creating too great a dis- 
turbance. 

Giirls and boys, apparently minors, 
are served without hesitation by the 
waiters, who seemingly are too busy 
to ask youths of doubtful age to 
their draft registration cards.

BY NEWLY CREATED BOARD

WASHINGTON, July 12.—Prices 
Qf sugar to the consumer will be 
equalized and the distribution bet- 
tered despite a threatened shortage, 
food Administration officials pre- 
dicted today, by the operations of thg 
Sugar Equalization Board, created 
by President Wilson on recommend- 
ation of Administrator Hoover. The 
new organization is also expected to 
facilitate joint dealing with the al 
lies in foreign sugar and aid in ad- 
justment of differentials in overseas 
freight rates. 

The board will have authority to 
acquire sugar produced at factories 
where the cost of beets and other 


factors will not permit the product, 


to be sold at a reasonable price. It 
will be possible through the opera- 
tions of the board, says the Food Ad- 
ministration announcement to ‘“‘work 
out a price upwards of one cent 
a pound less than would be the case 
if price of sugar were advanced to 
a price that will cover the high 
peaks in cost from all quarters.” 

Application for incorporation of 
the board with a capital of $5,000,- 
000 will be made in New Jersey. 
The capital will be supplied by the 
President from his special war 
funds. Officers of the board will be 
established here with Mr. Hoover as 
chairman and George Rolph, Sug- 
ar Director in the Food Administra- 
tion, as president.

man Aside from being an enemy to the 
colored man’s country, Germany is a most 
bitter enemy to the colored man’s race. 
Germany's protest against the allies’ use of 
“black troops to fight white men” is well 
known to every reader of current history. 
President Wilson's note to the Imperial 
Government concerning the czinking of a 
transport of mules in which were also lost 
two American negro stevedores, brought 
from the leading German newspapers such 
remarks as “if President Wilson thinks 
that the~German people are going to get 
excited be niggers get their 
precious kinky hair wet he is sadly mis- 
taken.”
